Lambert and Romak To Vie for Mayor's Office; 
Primary Needed for Treasurer; Council Races

With the passing of the June 21 
deadline for filing petitions, Romulus 
City Clerk Linda Choate has announced 
the names of the candidates whowill vie 
for the offices of mayor, clerk, treasurer, 
and city council later this year. 

Seeking the City's chief administra- 
tive position will be incumbent Alan R. 
Lambert and City Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak. Lambert, who will be seeking 
his second four-year term as mayor, 
also has previous experience on the 
Romulus City Council and the Romulus 
Community Schools Board of Educa- 
tion. Romak has served on City Council 
for the past decade. 

Despite the vitriolic letters that each 
candidate's supporters have submitted 
tolocal newspapers, Lambert and Romak 
say they plan to runapositive campaign. 

Although some of each candidates’ 
supporters have already entered into 
heated debates through vitriolic letters 
submitted to local newspapers, both 
Lambert and Romak have vowed to 
avoid negative campaign tactics. 

"| don't need to try to cast anyone in 
a bad light to make myself look good,” 
said Lambert. "In the last four years, my 
administration has accomplished a great 
deal. | believe that the citizens of Rom- 
ulus see and appreciate the many 
improvements that have already been 
made, and share my vision for future 
development, as well." 

Addressing the same issue, Romak 
said, "I'm pledging to run a positive 
campaign, and | only hope that my 
opponent's desire is to do the same." 

Romak — perhaps best known to 
residents as a co-founder of RECAP 
(Romulus Environmentalists Care About 
People) and. champion of the grass- 
roots opposition to a hazardous-waste 
injection well proposed for location on 
Citrin Drive in Romulus — believes that 
her campaign is going well. 

"I'm gaining more support every 
day," she said. "I'm looking forward to 
the upcoming opening of my campaign 
headquarters, which will give me an 
even greater opportunity to meet and 
talk with the people in this community, 
and let them see who | am and what | 
stand for." 

Lambert — who counts among his 
achievements the coming recreation and 
senior-citizens' centers, as well as vari-

ous existing and still-in-the-planning- 
stage residential and business develop- 
ments — expressed a similar sentiment. 

"I'm looking forward to getting out 
on the campaign trail," he said. "Cam- 
paign time is a good time — a chance to 
see familiar faces and meet new resi- 
dents, and listen to the concerns of the 
people who live and work here." 

The only uncontested race this No- 
vember will be the one for the clerk's 
seat. Incumbent Linda Choate is seek- 
ing four more years at what she consid- 
ers to be the best position in the world. 

"This job has been very good to me 
over the years, and I've loved every 
minute of it," said Choate, who has held 
her current office since 1983, and spent 
eight of the ten years prior to that work- 
ing at other positions in the clerk's of- 
fice. "| continue to look forward to com- 
ing to work every day." 

Although Choate is running unop- 
posed, incumbents in the treasurer and 
city council races have drawn enough 
challengers to force a primary election, 
setfor Tuesday, September 13. Current 
treasurer Pamela Kersey will vie with 
residents Larry Moore and Frank Romeo 
forherjob, while the remaining six of the 
council's seven incumbents — chairman 
Randy Gear, LeRoy Burcroff, William 
Crova, Charles Miller, Michael Prybyla, 
and William Wadsworth — will try to 
retain their seats in the face of opposition 
from Ellen Craig-Bragg, Edward Buez- 
kowski, Harry Crout, Tony Heimberger, 
Leo Knasiak, Steven Lewkowicz, Rod- 
ney Pennington Jr., Christopher Walock,

and Niema White. 

Two other residents — David Gibb 
and former Romulus City Councilman 
Barry Baumann — filed candidacy peti- 
tions by the June 21 deadline, but later 
withdrew from the race. 

The primary election will reduce the 
candidates for treasurer from three to 
two, and the number of council candi- 
dates from 16 to 14.0 


Tribes Seek Casino 


Atapress conference held on 
June 27, four members of aseven- 
tribe consortium announced their 
intent to pursue an off-reservation 
gaming project in the City of Rom- 
ulus. The Grand Traverse Band of 
Ottawa and Chippewa Indians, the 
Hannahville Indian Community, the 
Keweenaw Bay Indian Commun- 
ity, and Lac Vieux Desert Band — 
four of the seven signatories in a 
19983 pact signed by former Gov- 
ernor John Engler — have agreed 
to select a site and enter into con- 
tracts to build and operate a per- 
manent Class II1 gaming facility. 

During a Romulus City Coun- 
cil meeting held later that night, 
Community Development director 
Tim Keyes noted that the tribes 
will face many hurdles in their bid 
to bring gaming to Romulus, so 
residents should not look for a 
casino in the near future.

Police Officer Answers 


Questions Re Lambert 
To the Editor: 
| would like to address some of the 
statements made and questions raised 
in Dolores Witzgall's recent letter to the 
editor (TRAN, June 3, 2005) —but, first, let 
me state that | am not defending or 


campaigning for Mayor Alan Lambert. | ~ 


am just trying to give accurate answers 
to the questions. 

Yes, Mayor Lambert did attend a 
police academy — the Detroit Metropoli- 
tan Police Academy, Class 88-C, to be 
exact. 

Yes, he did pass his tests, and he 
did graduate. (You must attend, pass, 
and graduate from a certified police 
basic-training school become a police 
officer in Michigan.) 

| can assure you that no one with 
less seniority than Mayor Lambert was 
promoted ahead of him. There were 
several officers who held special as- 
signments — such as DEA, DRANO, 
Auto Theft, and the department's Spe- 
cial Investigation Unit — but these are 
not promotion positions; they are spe- 
cial assignments that are posted, and 
that interested officers submit for. 

Promotions within the police depart- 
ment were very slow, almost stagnant, 
as there were very few command slots 
open from January 1988 to September 
2002. In September of '02, the Command 
Officers Union and the City reached an 
agreement resulting in 11 command 
officers retiring, 8 patrolmen receiving 
promotions to sergeant, and2 sergeants 
receiving promotions to lieutenant. 

| have been a police officer in Rom- 
ulus for over 17 years, so my facts are 
correct. My loyalties are to the City of 
Romulus, not a political party or office. 
Let the voters decide whom they want 
as mayor with factual information.

Lambert: No More "Road to Nowhere" 


By Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert 

When|campaigned to become your 
mayor three and half years ago, bring- 
ing new quality development to Romu- 
lus quickly became a major priority. |am 
happy to report that we are making 
some major strides toward those goals. 

Last year, the Family Dollar store 
opened on Wayne Road. It was the first 
retail store to come to that area in nearly 
thirty years. The Bravada Shopping 
Plaza is nearly complete at Van Born 
and Wayne, and Gateway Crossing will 
soon be under construction at Ecorse 
and Hannan. 

A new development at Wayne and 
Wick — part of the larger Metro World 
concept — includes more than 37 acres 
of new quality condominiums and more 
than 13 acres of new commercial and 
retail development. 

We are laying the groundwork to 
make Romulus one of the hot spots for 
new development in the State of Michi- 
gan. The I-94 corridor is quickly becom- 
ing the new golden corridor for develop- 
ment, and Romulus is situated at the 
core, located halfway between Detroit 
and Ann Arbor, with Metro Airport right 
here within our boundaries. 


The development area often re-: 


ferred to as Metro World includes prime 
realestate located north of I-94, south of 
Ecorse, east of Wayne, and west of 
Merriman. This areahas the potential to 
become a major economic stimulus for 
Romulus and southeastern Michigan. 
The major components of my admin- 
istration’s vision for the Metro World 
development area consist of a race- 
track with entertainment facility; resort 
casino and convention center; and a 
mixed use of quality residential, enter- 
tainment, and shopping developments. 
As many of you know, just weeks 
ago, Magna Entertainment received the 
green light to move ahead from the 
acting Racing Commissioner, Christine 
C. White, when she awarded them their 
track license. Magna will be investing 
$100 millionin Romulus to build a world- 
class thoroughbred racetrack and enter- 
tainment facility. This project is moving 
forward, and we expect construction to 
begin within the next 12 months. Magna 
will also build a new research and devel- 
opment facility as part of this project. 
What was once called “the road to no- 
where” will soon become the road to 
quality entertainment for our community. 
One of my goals for the Metro World 
area also includes the developmentofa 
high-end retail mall. We are currently 
talking with developers seriously inter- 
ested in building such a mall. The resi- 
dents of Romulus have been asking for 


a new mall for quite some time. | am 
pleased to say that we are working on 
their behalf to bring one here. 

Another component to the Metro 
World Developmentarea should include 
aworld-class resort casino and conven- 
tion center. | believe that, due to the 
proximity to Metro Airport, this would be 
a prime location for a convention center 
that would target conventions and expo- 
sitions. The casino should be a resort- 
style entertainment destination. 

Since the voters approved a ballot 
proposal for a casino in 2003, we have 
been working to find a viable method of 
bringing a quality casino development 
to Romulus. Currently, two projects have 
been proposed. The first, as many of 
you know, is a casino proposed by the 
Sault Saint Marie Tribe of Chippewa 
Indians. This project is still awaiting 
congressional approval in Washington 
D.C. with the strong continued support 
of Congressman John Dingell. The sec- 
ond projectis arecent developmentthat 
was just announced in a press confer- 
ence last Monday. 

The Grand Traverse Band of Otta- 
wa and Chippewa Indians, the Hannah- 
ville Indian community, the Keweenaw 
Bay Indian community and the Lac Vieux 
Desert Band of Lake Superior Chippewa 
Indians community have announced 
intentions to build and operate a perma- 
nent gaming facility in Romulus. This 
project is in the beginning stages, and 
whether the project is able to move 
forward depends on many variables 
beyond our control. It does, however, 
represent another positive step in our 
efforts to bring a quality resort-destina- 
tion-style casino to our city. 

If we are able to develop the Metro 
World area according to the vision | just 
explained, Romulus is set to become a 
leader in bringing new jobs and devel- 
opment to southeastern Michigan. And 
the location of the development area, 
with its easy access to I-94, means that 
our neighborhoods will not be adversely 
affected. 

While developers continue their ef- 
forts along I-94, | have not forgotten our 
southern end of the city. Our work with 
Wayne County on Pinnacle Aeropark 
continues. In addition, we are seeking 
to bring carefully planned quality resi- 
dential and commercial developments 
to our southern border, as well. 

It is hard to believe that all of this 
has happened in just the last three and 
half years, but! believe that it proves not 
only to our residents, but to everyone, 
that our city is fast becoming a premiere 
destination spot, and stands as 
Michigan's great "Gateway to the World."

The Romulus Historical Society's 
annual Party in the Park will be held in 
Historical Park (located at the corner of 
Hunt and Bibbins streets, south of the 
Romulus post office) on Wednesday, 
July 13. The free, family-oriented pro- 
gram will feature something for every- 
one, from children to hard-core railroad 
buffs.

Central to this year's celebration 
will be the dedication of the Wabash 
freight building, which was recently re- 
located and renovated through a joint 
effort ofthe Romulus Historical Commis- 
sion, the Romulus Historical Society, 
and the City of Romulus. The dedica- 
tion's ribbon-cutting ceremony is set for 
6:30 p.m. sharp. 

The freight house was built around 
the turn of the 20th century, and was 
used to transfer anything less than a 
carload of freight between the Wabash 
(now the Norfolk Southern) and the Pere 
Marquette (now the CSX) railways. It 
was originally situated on awye between 
these two railways. The building can be 
seen in the background of an old post-

card depicting the Romulus Train Depot. 

At some point between 1919 and 
1939, it was moved east to the Harris 
Lumber Yard on Goddard Road to be 
used as a storage building. Harris later 
sold the business, which became John- 
son Fuel & Supply. The lumberyard 
closed in the 1990s, and the buildings 
were slated for demolition in 2002. 

The Romulus Historical Commis- 
sion was able to get Tom Frazier, the 
owner at that time, to donate the build- 
ing to the City of Romulus, In the fall of 
2004, the City secured Community De- 
velopment Block Grant money to move 
and restore the building. Additional en- 
hancements were made to the park and 
the building through donations from the 
community and the efforts of the City's 
Department of Public Works. 

The Wabash freight building was 
moved to Romulus Historical Park on 
November 3, 2004, and was completely 
restored in December 2004. After doing 
research, and examining the existing 
paint on the building, it was decided to 
take the structure back to its original 
colors of buff and rustic red. 

Many people have commented that 
the building turned out much better than 
expected. Please take this opportunity 
to see this for yourself.

Summer Dance Camp 

The Romulus Recreation Depart- 
ment’s Summer Dance Camp is a great 
opportunity for dancers to further their 
studies with -professional instructors. 
Ballet, jazz, hip-hop, African dance, 
basic gymnastics, and pilates will be 
covered. The camp is open to resident 
and nonresident boys and girls who will
